Ticw wieness Apas Lure: <This
witness was examingd agulhst Hantz
and Colley but not In the Danlel Me-
Heney ease. o resivhed in the village
of Detitan, wos o pumpemiaker (and
farmer) and about the twme of the trinls
un dnnckeeper, That he was 0 man of
strong passions wisshown hy a transae-
thon sulisequent to the trials, Rohre Mes
Henry sometime after his veturn home
from prison compladoed of the testi-
mony against him which Latz had glv-
en on the Itantz teial ; whereupon Luls
struck bim violently with o hand-saw
and vat bis head severely,  Consldering
the siall size of the man assailed and
Lhe great prostralion of his strength by
Imprisonment, and eonsidering alw the
great fnjustica of testimony given be-
hind his back without notice or oppor-
tunity for cross-examioation or reply,
this asduunlt appoars not vnly very re-
prehensible but es convineing proof of
tho unrelinbility of Lutz us & witness,
For IL exhibits o pussionate noture, lin-
ble o be carried away by any strong
impulse beyund  the Hmits of Just and
considorate action,

But thore is a particular reason for
nob suljecting the testimony of this
witness to severe eriticl=m, or Insisting

and Geary prepared a bill for that pur-

the radical legislature in obedience to
thelr demands,

John W, Geary approved that bill on
February 2d, 1867, and it became i law.
Then begnn the oyerntions of the Treas-
ury ring, and during the process of
funding thedebt In 1807, Geary Kemble,
Iidgway and Connell controlled the
process and pocketed (he gains, The
handling of thirty-five millions of dol-
Inrs wits “a big thing.” Wheo] profited
by it ?

By that bill the rate of Interest upon
nearly the whole thirty-five millions
wis inerensed from five por cent, Lo six
per cent. por pnnum.  To the tax pay-
ory of the State this was un annaal loss
of three hundred and fifty thousand dol-
lars, No man demanded the change
and only in the necessities of the Trons-
ury ring was the operntion deemed a
good one, Bee its practical operation,
On Doecember 1, 1860, our whole debt
wits £15,022,052, On this the people paid
an uhnual interest of $1,807,180, In 1867
we paid an annoal inlerest upon our
debt of §2,257,083, On December 1st,
1508, our whole debt was reduced to
£30,236,016, il in thot year we paiid an
annunl Interest of 1,001,100, or nearly
s1o0,m0more intercst than we paidwhen
our debt wis over two milllons larger,

The whole expense of placing the new
Ioan wis 00,000, This went mainly to
radien] newspapers, the organs of Geary,
Koemble & Co,

For the three years onding on De-
comber 1, 1800, wo will have paid, by
reason of this splendid financial opera-
tlon, avee sine hwndeed Giovsand dollars
more than we were required to pay by
the old law.

Wao charge that this was done In or-
der that Geary, Kemble & Co, might
retain in the Treasury, during 1867, an
average monthly bulance of over three
millions of dollars, and in 1568 of over
two millions,

We charge that the Auditor General
and State Treasurer's reports fully bear
us out in these fmets and figures and we
chnllenge denial,

We charge that John W. Geary wasa
part of the conspliracy to perpetunte this
stupendous wrong upon the people and
that the ring has filled its pockets by
his connivance and with his consent and
approval.—LPatriot.
